Rules, 1964, is hereby published as required by the said section for the Informatimi 
of all persons likely to be affected thereby and notice Is hereby given that the said 
draft will be taken into consideration after the expiry of a period of thirty days 
from the date of publication of this notification in the Official Gazette 

Any objection or suggestion which may be received from any person through 
the General Officer Commanding-lnChief, Western Command, with respect to the 
said draft before the expiry of the period of thirty days specified above will be 
considered by the Central Government.

1 Short title and commencementa —(1) These rules may be called Delhi 
Cantonment (Division into wards) Rules, 1968-

Then Southwards along the right edge of the Sadar Bazar Hoad 
upto the crossing of Nallah and Sadar Bazar Road, Then West wards along the 
drain upto its turning point to the North then Northward and Westwards along 
the drain upto crossing of Nallah and Cantonment boundary running parallel to 
the Railway line.

Then South ward and Eastward 
along the Nallah upto the crossing of Sadar Bazar Road and Nallah. 

East :—From the crossing of Nallah and Sadar Bazar Road along the left edge 
of the Sadar Bazar Road upto the crossing of Station Road and Sadar Bazar Hoad 

Ward No. 7 

North :—Prom the cro.ssing ot Maude Road and Station Road Westwards along 
the ri^t edge the Sfation Road upto the crossing of Station Road and Sadar 
Bazar Road- 

West :—From the cros.sing of Sadar Bazar Road and Station Road Southwards 
along the right edge of the Sadar Bazar Road upto the crossing of Sadar Bazar 
Road and Cavalry Road- 

Smith;—Prom the crossing of Sadar Bazar Road and Cavalajry Road Eastwards 
along the right edge of the Cavalry Road upto the crossing of Cavalry Road and 
Maude Road- 

East-—From the rro.sslng Of Cavalry Road and Maude Road North-East wards 
along the left <edge of the Maude Road upto the crossing of Maude Road and 
station Road.
